The most Important success of the revolution in Mexico was achieved 


today when the city of Juarez was surrendered to the rebel army after two 
days of furious and bloody fighting. General Navarro. 
the 
federal 
com- 


mander, with a handful of his men defended their position in the barracks 
until artillery (ire forced,them to hoist a white flag and the capture of the 
city and its ultimate surrender were assured. 


The engagement began again in earnest at 8:25 o'clock in name-swept 


Juarez. 
The federals made desperate stands from behind tholr barricades, 


but the rebels pushed the fighting and forced the Diaz troops to lake refuge 
In a church and the customs house. They were finally driven fro mboth these 
buildings. 
The rebels threw tjynainl'.e bombs and both sides used machine 


guns. 
It has been largely street Ilfrlitlni*, each side taking advantage ot 


such protection as buildings and st-eets hud to offer. 


Navarro's expected relnforcemr-nts. it was learned today, were 200 miles 


away and could not nrrlvo for ;i \vcch. 


The rebels expect reinforcements to the number of 300 men this after- 


noon.

Crept' in During Night 


Stealthily creeping into • the strong- 


holds of President Diaz's troops, under 
cover of darkness, and keeping up a 
hand to hani! attack during the night 
the Mexican "army of liberation" had 
.practically captured the city' of Juarez 
at 11 o'clock today. Gen. Francisco I. 
Madero, leader of the rebels, started 
fur the town to establish his head- 
quarters, while the rebel cavalry un- 
der Col. Villa, the fleetest of the rev- 
olutionist horsemen, are in hot pur- 
suit of a detachment of federals flee- 
ing southward from town. 
' This afternoon rebels swarmed iri;o 
the streets and residents of the' town, 
apparently satisfied that the fighting 
was over, came out from their shel- 
ters. 
Shouts of exultation could !>e 


heard on the American side of the 
Bio Grande. 


Under Fierce Sun. 


The sun burned- fiercely all day and 


the triumphant, hut exhausted revo- 
lutionists who had been fighting for 
hours without 
food 
or water, were 


given refreshments by 
the citizens, 


most of whom seem to be insurrecro 
sympathizers. 


Juarez was the .objective point cf 


the Mexican revolutionists for many 
months, because it is a port of entry 
to the United States. 


Though Gen. Navarro, with. a small 


command, resolutely held out in the 


barracks near the center of the town, 
the rebels had taken most of his can- 
non and since noon had been direct- 
ing their fire .at .the last federal strong- 
lold. The first shot had; a telling ef- 
fect and it 
was 
then 
feared there 


would be a terrible slauhter unless 
Navarro surrendered. 


A few more shots from the artil- 


lery tore great, holes in the barracks 
and- 
shortly afterward'"the"white flag 


was raised. 


The situation Had become too des- 


perate even for meh willing to die 
and surrender was counseled.. 


White .Flag Told the Story. 


With the surrender of'the barracks 


over which a white flag- was hoisted at 
12:35 
o'clock- the capture of. Juarez 


was practically complete. 
There is 


some firing- in the outskirts of the town 
but great clouds of dust and smoke 
make it difficult to ascertain the sit- 
uation of the federal force. 


An Associated Press correspondent 


returned at 12:10 from Juarez, where 
he interviewed Gen. Pasqual Orozco, 
the rebel commander. 
Gen. Orozco 


declared none of his chiefs had been 
hurt, 'and 
that he had 
practically 


driven all the federals.from the town. 
The correspondent- talked with Col.. 
Pueblito of the federal army, who has 
a wound In his eye. Pueblito said that 
Col. 
Tambercl was dead. He said he 


hardly had believed the insurrecto;. 
could take the town so easily. 


Gen. 
Navarro and his staff surrend- 


ered to Col. Garibaldi following the fall

FARMERS AND THE 
TARIFF. 


"The 
farmers of the border states have been the 


backbone of protection," stated the head of the -Na- 
tional Grange to President Taft. That has been one 
of the things which ailed the farmers in the border 
states that constituted the backbone as well as of farm- 
ers over the entire country. They have steadfastly 
upheld protection of which the tariff oligarchy of New 
England and Pennsylvania get most of the benefits 
and in return are given merely a nominal protection 
for themselves which they do not need and which 
does them no good. 
Meanwhile they pay the extor- 


tions on their clothing and lumber and on all the im- 
plements and machinery necessary to agricultural pur- 
suits. The same arguments that were so strenuously 
employed in the great trriff campaign of 1888 to sup- 
port the home market theory of the ultra-protectionists 
do service in 1911 to bolster the theory of the world 
trade of America. From Elaine to Taft all the re- 
publican leaders in the white house and out of it have 
'urged reciprocity. The last words of the lamented 
McKinley—whom no one will pinion as not sufficient- 
ly a protectionist—were a plea for lower tariff sched- 
ules and the establishment of reciprocal trade rela- 


. tions with other countries.

Readers of accounts of the Spanish explorations and con- 


quests In America are acquainted with the word cacique, 
an aboriginal term denoting an Indian prince or chief. It 
la this word that has become in modern Mexico an equiva- 
lent for our word "boss," though, of course, the American 
boss is not much like the Mexican. 


If Americans would know, however,"'the chief evil which 


the Insurrectos are fighting, they must know what tho 
Mexican boss or cacique and what his system or "caciquis- 
mo" are. 


This information is admirably given In an article In the 


Independent, written by an American who has lived half a 
lifetime Jn Northern Mexico, and gives the fairest and most 
intelligent brief discussion of conditions the Tribune has yet 
seen. 


Caclquismo Is the outgrowth of the'necessity, which Diaz 


confronted when he became president, of having loyal agents 
in control of the government throughout the country. The 
governors of the states, for example, are elected nominally. 
Actually they are chosen by Diaz. Each governor in turn 
Imposed his selections for the municipal chiefs throughout 
his state, and in the same way controlled the state legisla- 
ture and the judiciarV. 


The system was a,political feudalism, the head of which 


was Diaz. Doubtless It was better than the perpetual -revo- 
lutions of the preceding period. Nevertheless Us evils, based 
on the Spanish theory that public office is 'private graft, 
have grown to be intolerable. Here Is a forceful descrip- 
tion translated from El Pals, of Mexico.City: 


"Whersver a Mexican 'cacique' holds sway, his power is 


felt in four main directions—lands, water rights, fines and 
women. As soon as the cacique steals for himself the water 
of the village to irrigate the land which, but a short while 
before, he also stole, the citizens who find themselves re- 
duced to misery or condemned to die of thirst get together 
to plan a defense. A committee is named to present their 
complaint to the 'cacique' next above. The committee fails 
after receiving nothing but harsh treatment, and the matter 
is then put in the hands of the most popular 'tinterillo' or 
pettifogger, who leaves the citizens stripped to the skin In 
exchange for a very fair cudgeling whlclf he gets on turn- 
Ing the corner of his house. 


"The committee next hunts up a lawyer, a 'senoron,' a 


'big bug,' o'f the kind that don't allow themselves to ba 
beaten, who work miracles. To cover the costs each citi- 
zen makes a sacrifice, selling a burro or mortgaging a little 
piece of property; sacrifices permitted only by their deep in- 
dignation, and finally they manage to furnish fuel for the 
engine of law which Is to destroy the immunity of the boss.

''It was the thing to do," declared Madcro in ex- 


plaining the general assault of .his army on Juarez. 
-If the rebels were just simply nasty for a fight and 
had a commander whose authority they d'd not re- 
spect and who wanted the nerve to make his author- 
ity :. respected, and that commander saw that despite 
his own sense of the usages of war his men were go- 
ing to fight anyhow, doubtless the order to attack 
was the "only thing to do.;" Meanwhile, it will be 
wondered by the impartial bystander what Madero 
will do if he wins the revolution and comes into con- 
trol when his men want to punish their enemies and 
divide the spoils of war. 


Another "Iowa idea" seems to be that marriage is 


a mere convenience and the marital coils a loosely 
fitting arrangement to be slipped out of according to 
fancy. Statistics of that state show that the ratio of 
divorces to marriages is as 'i to /. 
This condition 


of society will go far to explain why the Hawkcyc 
state is losing population. 


The lawyer tolls and sweats, and after all he, too, confesses 
his powerlessness. 


"But hope is the last thing to die. A politician must be 


sought, a man of Influence, a little finger of tho governor; 
he must be talked to, his wife must be influenced through 
the priest. Fresh sacrifices are made, those which appeared 
Impossible at first. The politician gets to work, his wife 
too, as well as the priest. All to no purpose. In fine the 
boss turns out to be, as the lawyer said, 'more invulnerable 
than the sun.' 


"At times It is not the poor, but rich ranch owners or 


manufacturers who initiate the holy war. The result is 
Identical. The boss laughs at tl 
glee the more powerful they arc. 


"The secret of this immunity Is complicity. The boss 


'higher up' flare not punish his inferior, because between 
the two there are the most horrible secrets. The latter has 
been the accomplice of the former in many pieces of dirty 
work, in many odious acts, and like all of'his ilk, he keeps 
his proofs. In reality he is a veritable tyrant over the one 
higher up. He can laugh at him. the same as he does at 
the citizens, pettifoggers, lawyers and little fingers."' 


Out of this olflcial despotism, inevitably, arises the sec- 


ond chief evil complained of by the people, an almost 
overwhelming burden of taxation. 


In short, the Mexican people, or rather its best element, 


the growing middle class, professional men. merchants an.1 
the business men not directly associated with the Porfirian 
system, refuse to pay so high a price for peace. They wish 
order, but not order without law. They realize that the 
only peace worth while Is peace with justice, the only 
order worth while order under the law. The system of 
Caciquismo Diaz has shown himself unwilling to mitigate 
in the least, up to his recent message. The insurrectionists 
want reliable guaranty that the system will be broken up. 
Americans will sympathize with this demand. The special j 
pleading of writers like James Crcelman has not deceived 
them. It is true, as we constantly «re being told, that Mexi- 
co has prospered under the Porifiri.-in regime. The point at 
issue now is. the "overhead charges" are too heavy. The 
Mexican people are wise in demanding- that the prosperity 
resulting from the development of the country's resources 
shall be more widely distributed and that the foundations o'f 
political and social progress be laid on broader bases than 
is possible while men of the old regime have control of 
the whole machinery of government, executive, legislative 
and judicial branches alike, throughout Mexico.

Auburn. Ind., May 10.—The township 


trustees ot DeKalb county will meet 
:he first Monday In June, as the coun- 
y board of education, lor the purpose 
of electing a. county superintendent of 
the public schools for a term of four 
years. 
The board consists of fifteen 


members—twelve democrats and three 
republicans. The present superintend- 
ent. Prof. Henry B. Coe, la a republi- 
can. 
He Is a receptive candidate for 


re-election. The democratic candidate 
for the office is Prof. Willis D. Ma- 
glnnls, and the questions of public in- 
terest regarding the probable action of 
the trustees when they meet are these: 


Will the school superintendent elect- 


ed by the board be a democrat or a 
republican? Will it be Prof. Coe, or 
Prof. Maginnis? 


Prof. Coe has held the office for four- 


teen years. 
Ho was flrst elected In 


1897, 
the majority of the trustees at 


that time being republicans. This flrst 
election was to fill a vacancy and was 
or only two years. At his next elec- 
ion for four years the board was also 
republican. 
But at the times ot his 


ast two elections the board of trus- 
tees has been strongly democratic. 


Party Question Raised. 


At his last election four years ago 


politics played something of a figure. 
There were some democrats then who 
thought that a democratic board ought 
to elect a democrat to the position,of 
county superintendent of the schools. 
A flght was then made on Prof. Coe, a 
vigorous one, but he won out and was 
re-elected for the fourth time, twice 
by a democratic board of trustees. 


Now, 
the time for the election of 


superintendent being near at hand 
some of the democrats have renewed 
this fight, and more vigorously, too 
than It was waged four years ago 
They believe, and urge, that "to the 
victor belongs the spoils," that Prof. 
Coe ought to be defeated because he is 
a republican and that a democrat 
ought to be elected to the position. 


And so the party question was raised 


again and these opponents of Prof. 
Coe became active. 
Superintendent 


Merlca, of the Garrett schools, and 
Will Franke, a teacher in the same 
schools, both democrats, were urged to 
be candidates, but declined and finally 
Prof. Willis Maginnis, who lor two 
years was a teacher in the Auburn 
schools, was induced to enter the race 
and is now an active candidate for the 
office. 


Pressure on Trustees. 


It has been apparent all along, and 


was generally admitted, that, If the 
trustees were left to their own desires 
arid , convictions, Prof. Coe would.be 
elected, and that', too, by something of 
a decisive majority, for he has been 
efficient In the discharge of. his duties. 
Hence, It was determined to bring a 
pressure to bear on the trustees, the 
pressure of democratic opinion, and a 
mass meeting of democrats was called 
for this purpose. 


This mass meeting was held last 


Saturday in the Coliseum, Auburn's 
public 
hall, 
and 
resolutions 
were 


passed indorsing Mr. Maginnis for the 
county' superintendency and 
urging 


the democratic trustees to vote for 
him. Speeches In support of Mr. Ma- 
ginnis were made by C. H. Brown and 
J.' Y.'w. McClellan, of Auburn: "Ab" 
Kelly, of Waterloo; W. W. Sharpless 
and Prank Klrcher, of Garrett, and 
others. 


Who Will Be Elected? 


Who will be elected by the trustees. 


Coe or Maginnis? The question is one 
not easy to answer, despite the fact 
that four-fifths of the members of the 
board are democrats. Prof. Coe will, 
without a question, receive the votes 
of some of the democratic members. 
He must have five. Will he get them? 
Many people here think he will. 


Mr. Maginnis is a young man, 27 


years of age, and has been a school 
teacher for some years. He is at pres- 
ent attending the normal college at 
Angola. 
He is said to possess the 


necessary qualifications for county su- 
perintendent, which under the law/ are 
of high grade. Prof. Coe has been a 
public Instructor in the schools for 
more than a quarter of a century.
